Surrender to the Militia. 


Warrants for 200. 


BUA/IL, Intl., June «.—This afternoon 


a crowd of angry miners blockaded No. 
1 Yandalia west-bound freight train 
east of hero and stoned the train- 
men. The engineer, William Bars, waa 
struck on the head by a heavy stone 
and instantly killed. Brakcman A. J. 
Horseman was hit on the back and 
bftilly hurt. 


The strikers continued throwing stones 


until every window in the caboose and 
engine were broken. The excitement ia 
intense. 
Officers are in hot pursuit of 


the strikera. 


Early in the day a crowd of strikers 


stopped a mixed train carrying freight 
and passengers between this place and 
Clay City, on the Kvansville and Terre 
Haute road. 
The train was hauling 


several cars of coal taken from the side 
track near Clay City, boutid for CMgago. 


Uliners were diligently guarding the 


coal and quickly organized a crowd of 
several hundred to atop the taain. The 
train carried the United States mail, 
and it was thought the minors would 
permit the train to couic to this city 
when aware of that fact, but they re- 


- fused. The coal was sidetracked. 


A BLOODY BATTLE 


Between Strikers and a Sheriffs 


Posse in Illinois. 


PKKIN, 111., June (J.—There was a 


bloody battle at Little's coalmine today. 
Word was received here that 500 miners 
were about to attack the iiiiuc. Sheriff 
Frederick swore in a posse and eet out 
for the scene. 


The strikers numbered about 400 


men and some women. The sheriff re- 
monstrated with the mob in vain. The 
leader of the strikers, with a revolver 
in each hand, cried out: "Follow me," 
and the crowd cheered. 


The two Littles and their sons ami a 


colored man retreated to the lower shaft 
and opened fire on the attacking party. 
The lire was returned and several shots 
were lircd into the shaft. Little hoiated 
the white Hag, but the liriug did not 
cease. 


The shaft waa set on lire and it was 


feared the powder house would be fired, 
HO the crowd retreated. Jack Jackson, 
n colored miner, and Ed HInom, one of 
Ihe strikers, were killed. 


Among UK: wounded are EM Porter 


and Peter Little of the besieged party. 
The former was shot in the breast, prob- 
ably fatally. Half a do7.cn wore slightly 
hurt. 


There are a number of miners in the 


si in ft wh<>, it IH feared, are suffocated. 


The flivriff and JIOPPPO hiive returned 


from the scene, being unable to cope 
with the mob. 


A lot of men who had buckets of oil 


saturated the wood work and applied 
the match. The besieged men were 
forced to desert their jAsss c-f shelter 
ami make a run for life. 


William Dickson, a colored man, was 


shot through a shoulder and probably 
fatally injured. 


l*i!tur Little had an eyeshot away and 


the engineer was probably wounded. 


A negro miner employed by the Lit- 


tles ban a hand shot off. 
The lire spread to the powder house, a 


short distance troin the other buildings, 
and it exploded with a frightful roar. 
After this the mob retired to its boats, 
crossed the river and scattered among 
the ravines and hills.

Tbe 
minors announced they would lay down 
their arms immediately on the arrival 
of tbe state troops. 


The deputies will follow the troops to 


the mining camp and serve warrants, 
which they arc said to hold for 200 
strikers.

VKLUUE 
OF 
PETITIONS 


The Supervisors Confronted by the 


Women of Fresno in 


Their Uight. 


Though the decision of the supervis- 


ors to sustain the Sunday closing ordi- 
nance had been deemed a foregone con- 
clusion, there 
were a number of 


the 
women of 
Fresno who 
had 


resolved that the influence of their 
presence should not be wanting when 
the question came up before the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday afternoon. 


The proceedings lasted two hours, but 


no one looked even once at the clock 
during that time. In the words of one 
of the audience, "It was as gogd as a 
play." 


Two petitions and two remonstrances 


were presented for tho consideration of 
the board. Tho first petition was for 
the repeal of the ordinance passed last 
November closing saloons on Sunday. 
It bore 12G signatures, and represented 
the 
views of a number of busi- 


ness men of Fresno, with a sprink- 
ling of saloon keepers. The 
second 


petition prayed 
for 
u speedy 
de- 


cision oil the issue, and that the resolu- 
tion of the board deferring considera- 
tion till June 6th be rescinded. The 
board had practically ignored this peti- 
tion by confirming the postponement to 
June 6th. 


Tho first remonstrance was from 1688 


voters and taxpayers, who wanted the 
Sunday ordinance to stand; the second 
was signed by 1737 women, who also pro- 
tested against any attempt to repeal the 
ordinance. 


A glance at the iloorof the supervisor- 


ial chamber showed that the women had 
scored ono victory to start with. They 
crowded in bright and early, in such 
numbers as to fill all the chairs and 
overflow into tho inner sanctum sanc- 
torum of tho Supervisors themselves. 
The consequence was that the saloon 
keepers were forced to peep over the 
shoulders of the men in the doorways, 
and as the peeping process was neither 
agreeable nor dignified, while promis- 
ing to be perfectly monotonous, they 
retired in iliggust at the very outlet of 
the proceedings. Joe Huber looked as 
lonesome and out of place as an under- 
taker at a wedding. He tried to smile, 
but the aspect of the many elderly and 
stern-vieaged matrons and spinsters 
around evidently scared him. 


Meanwhile tlie Kev. J. H. Collins, 


oUlciating as "Master of Ceremonies," 
leaned on one of the the pillars of the 
gateway leading to the space within the 
rail, and the Kev. D. 11. Gillan on the 
other. On a table beside them lay a 
petition coiled up, which they presently 
unrolled. They stood closu together 
when they began, but by the time one- 
half had been unrolled the Drenchers 


ere in opposite corners like the end 
len of a minstrel troupe. 
"Go slow, Brother," said Collins to 


Gillan, who was unrolling the scroll so 
fast that "Br'cr" Collins couldn't call 
off the names of big taxpayers on tho 
list. 


The fun was kept up in this fashion 


for (several minutes, Attorney Tupper, 
who represented the saloon keepers, 
leaning buck unconcernedly as his eye 
singled 
out 
in

matrons a face younger and fairer than 
the rest. 
"There," said Brother Collins, paus- 


ing for breath—"There they are. Wo 
can't stop to read'cm all; HKI3 voters 
and taxpayers, many of whom arc here 
this afternoon to spunk for themselves."

After some fencing on the proposition 


of Mr. Tupper tbat lie should have the 
privilege of rlnriiiK Hie «MwilP, it was 
conceded that he should open it also, 
the Kev. W. II. Martin making n shrewd 
parliamentary move by declining Mr, 
Tupper's courteous offer to let the other 
side begin. 
"1 want only half of my 


rights," pniil Tupper, laughingly, but 
Martin didn't see it that way, and Tnp- 
per stood up to begin.

He 
began by saying that though the names 
on his petition were few they repre- 
sented a large amount of lax paying 
property in Frcauo county. If the mat- 
ter which the remonstrants wanted to 
discuss was the abolition of the liquor 
trallic that could only come up under a 
petition to abolish it. 


"If you want to abolish the liquor 


trallic absolutely," said he, "wipe it out 
absolutely, and'iny clients will go away 
to some other community. But we are 
not dealing with this question now, and 
I do not propose that my clients shall 
be dragged into any controversy on that 
basis. 
You, the 
supervisors, have 


licensed the liquor business, to bn con- 
ducted within certain hours mid not on 
Sundays. Wo come here with a peti- 
tion which represents that this restric- 
tion is mi injustice. Wo arc not here to 
discuss any moral question ; whether it 
is right for a man to get drunk or Fell 
whisky or not. When times were good, 
when this town was just as respectable 
us it ia now, you said to the saloon men, 
'You can conduct your bnaineps seven 
days a week and auy hours tbat suit 
vou.' What, right on earth have you to 
say that a man shall not do tins or that 
on any particular day? 
. 


"The only question is whether this 


ordinance is to be repealed or not, and 
not whether it is right or wrong to pell 
whisky. You have said by your action 
that a man may pour all the stuff he 
likes into tho stomachs of 1m custom- 
era six days a week, but not on huu- 
day. 
Ttero is a petition signed by 1% 


men representing a largo amount of the 
wealth of Fresno asking you, the super- 
visors, to give my clients a chance to 
make a living in the way they have 
adopted. These clionts simply aland 
liefore you as American citizens. It is a 
matter of conscience—not of law." 


The Kev. D. H. Gillan said he did 


not wonder at Mr. Tupper's eloquence. 
He was paid for It, but he was surprised 
to hear him apeak of the importance of 
120 men when 1B33 names of wealthy 
and intelligent men appeared on the rc- 


people 
lot bo: 


luotietnuHW, together with the names of 
1700 
woiiwu of nobility aud wealth. 


Mr. Tupper was a tmmrt man. and had 
preeeuted hla case the beat way he 
could, but it was absurd for him to talk ol 
a moral basis. Tho remonstrants did 
not come to this chamber asking the 
matter to bo treated from a religious 
standpoint, but simply that wives and 
children might be clothed and fed in- 
stead of tho money going to sustain tho 
saloon keepers, many of whom have no 
families at all. 


Kev. W. II. Martin, referring to tho 


remark of Mr. Tupper that if thu liquor 
tratlic was abolished his clients would 
quit, said he wished to God every one of 
them would take that view, und lie 
thought Mr. Tupper would say amen. 
[Laughter], Ho then cited tho case of 
J. G. James, who was one of the signers 
of tho repeal petition. Mr. Jainos owns 
considerable land hero, but ho is u San 
Francisco uolitician. What interest can 
ho have in tho boys of FreenoV 


"1 have never been into a saloon for 


any purpose, good or bad," said Mr. 
Martin with a furtive glance at the Kev. 
J. H. Collins, who grinned and nodded 
to Mr. Gillan as if to euy, "The other 
boys were there too " 


Mr. Martin concluded his argument 


by disputing the position that saloon 
keepers put considerable money in cir- 
culation. He said that if there were a 
thousand saloons in the town it could 
not be said that they produced any- 
thing. Ono might just as well take the 
money and throw it into the Pacific 
ocean. The passing of a dime from bund 
to hand is only valuable when that 
which it represents is itself of value. 


Mrs. Dr. Maupin was introduced by 


Bev. J. II. Collins and was listened to 
with the greatest earnestness and atten- 
tion. She spoke with force and feeling, 
and with obvious sincerity when she 
fluid to the supervisors that this was the 
first speech she had ever made before 
men in a public assembly. The point 
was appreciated and Mrs. Maupin went 
on: 


"On tins petition you have the names 


of 1737 earnest women to whom it has 
been a relief to have a Sabbath in their 
homes, and who earnestly petition you 
not to abolish that ordinance, but on 
the contrary to see it properly enforced 
in the town. I know nothing whatever 
of the laws of Fresno, neither have 1 
discussed this liquor question in public. 
I have stayed at my own homn, but I 
have taken a deep interest in the homes 
of others around me. That ordinance 
suits me exactly. 
From a common 


sense standpoint don't repeal that law. 
Don't take a step that will put yon back 
for years and years. To open tho sa- 
loons on Sundays may make a few more 
dollars jingle on the counters of the sa- 
loon keepers, but it will also make ach- 
ing hearts and anguish among the 
women of Fresno. 1 believe that if tho 
taxpayers only know how heavy taxes 
they aro paying in consequence of UIOHO 


.loons they would vote lo close them 
iVen days a week. You may say tluit 


those names on this petition aro only 
those of women, but they will bo hoard 
t another bar." 
Tho applause which followed cast the 


eloquence of tniccccding speakers into 
the background. 


The iifixl Benaation was caused by the 


Rev. J. H. Collins, who branded' the 
saloon keepers who hud violated tlie hi\v 
as criminals. ".Most of them," said lie, 
"aro foreign born; eome of them aro not 
naturalized and purl of them uru not 
;tvili/cd ! Aro such nitm us thrse lo run 
tin- city? Which is going to run it—tho 
hoodlum oleinon tor I lie decent element V 
Are you going to say that those women, 
American women, arc not lo ue consid- 
ered when yon have at a recent meeting 
in this chamber hi'imi one of these men 
blaspheme—u mini whore face il was 
only necessary to look at! 


''The men who have violated that ord- 


inance have tho audacity to come here 
antl ask yon lo repeal it! We ask you 
lo leave the law as it is till you givo'lhe

THE PLANS KOK TUB NEW BUILD- 


ING ItKJRCTED. 


Die Board of Education Will Ail- 


vcrtlae for New Plans ami 


Speclllcutions. 


The Board of Education at a meeling 


Tuesday night rejected tho plans of the 
high school building of architect H. A. 
Thomas, which were conditionally ac- 
cepted about six weeks ago. Tho board 
was in session longer than was their 
wont on Tuesday night, it being after 
midnight, when it adjourned. 


Several hours were consumed in hear- 


ing the report of the committee which 
submitted a report of rules and regula- 
tions to govern the city schools, and 
then the report was not completed. 


The high school plans camo in for 


over an hour's discussion, and at the 
conclusion a motion lo reject the plane 
made by secretary < i. 1'. Cumin ings and 
seconded by Mr. Ilitdeell, was carried. 
President Church cast his vote with 
Messrs. Cuinmings and Haded), Eden 
and Gallagher voting in the negative. 


When the plans wore accepted they 


wcro incomplete in that there was no 
basement or attic plan, nor did any 
specifications accompany the plans. The 
general plan and arrangement, however, 
acemed to suit the board better than 
any other and tho plans wcro adopted 
on condition that the specifications and 
details would bo satisfactory to the 
board. 


The arrangement of the attic and 


basomont, together with the specifica- 
tions did not meet the approval of tho 
board, and this WAS tho cause of the 
action taken by tho board. Quito a 
number of changes had been made in 
the plans at the suggestions of different 
members of tlie board, but there were 
some general changes upon which they 
could not agree end they thought tho 
best way out of the difficulty would bo 
to readvertise for plans. This will cause 
n delay of from Ihirlylosixly days, and it 
will probably be ninety days before the 
building will bo under way, barring un- 
forseen obstructions. A committee was 
appointed to draw up an advertisement 
for new plans. 


A secret ballot 
was taken when 


Thomas' plans were chosen. Thomas 
received three votes, and A. 0, Swartz 
two. But one manlier of the board 
seemed to have "flopped over" and the 
rejection of his plans was carried. 


tjQvoral members of the board were 


seen yesterday. One member thought 
that the architect had not been fairly 
treated, while another member had a 
number of general objections to the 
building. 
Since two other members 


were of the same opinion as the latter, 
their wishes prevailed. 
Tho matter 


now stands as it. did several months 
ago and will have to bo gone over again. 


Tho bond for faithful construction of 


the ward building was submitted to the 
secretary yesterday, and work will be 
begun this morning.

HONTEREY AND FRESNO. 


Preparations for Building the New 


Railroad Are Completed. 
Krum the Ban FraiiclBco Examiner. 


H, A. Greene, vice president of the 


Monterey A Fresno Railroad Company, 
said yesteiday that arrangements have 
been completed Tor an early beginning 
of work on the bod of the new road. 


"We are ready to begin operations to- 


morrow, so far us the financial part of 
the undertaking is concerned," said Mr. 
Hreene. "Colonel Jones, president of 
tlie company, has been asked by the 
people to break ground on July 4tb. He 
may decide to do BO, but 1 think that :« 
doubtful, as there are a great many legal 
formalities yet to be attended to. 


"We have obtained tho right of way 


for the entire distance and are now 
making the contracts. The cost is esti- 
mated to be $17,000 a milu, itnd the 


iiKlh of the road will be 170 miles, 
"\Vhilo il is true that our company 
111 in a measure l>o competitive with 


the Southern Pacific, yet there is no 
itrife between the two organizations. 
We shall open a now country that will 
be helpful to the Southern Pacific. 


"Our line leaving Monterey will touch 


at Salinas, San Juan, Hollister, Madera 
and Fresno. 
The Southern I'acilic 


touches at all these points except Ban 
Juan. 


"Tlie greatest obstacle at present is 


,he dilliculty of securing right of way 
over property owned by minor heirs. 
This dilliculty is purely technical, as 
there is no opposition. As soon as the 
matter IH passed on by the probatecourt 
we will begin to build the road." 


THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Number 
of Children 
in Fresno 


County. 


The report of School Superintendent 


T. J. Kirk, giving the county school 
census for the year ending June 30, 
1894, was received and filed with the 
supervisors yesterday. 


It shows that tlie number of white 


children between the ages of 5 and 17 
years was 72(i9, of whom 3752 were boys 
rnd 3517 girls. The number of colored 
children was 55, of whom 27 were boys 
and 28 girls. 


Tho number of children under 5 years 


of ago was 3196, of whom 3138 "were 
whites, 39 negroes, 12 Indians and 7 
Mongolians. The report further shows 
that 93 children attended private, but 
no public schools, while 1377 had not 
attended at public school at any time 
during the year. Of the grand total of 
10,571 children, 10,LJ02 were native born, 
and 309 foreign born. 


In Frceiio city thu report deals with 


M42 children, of whom H!i wont foreign 
born. The large number of ;}42 chil- 
dren was recorded as not "aTTending 
Hchuol at any time during the year in 
Fresno cily. Of children between the 
igee of 5 and 17 then; are 790 bovs and 
870 girls; total IGOti; of netrroes, 12 boys 
and 17 girls; total 2!)-; of Mongolians, 
0 boys and 12 girls; lolal 17.

there have been four or live failures of 
lacking concerns. They generally begin 
insineiis here itbout a your before they 
aro ready to full. The growers entrusted 
their raisins or fruit to them, receiving 
a small advance, and by the time they 
were ready to clamor for further pay- 
ments the (inns collapsed. Fortunately 
Pike's failure affects very few Fresno 
people. This should ho a warning to 
the growers to inform themselves thor- 
oughly concerninglhu linandal standing 
of foreign HrniH bnfore entrust!tig their 
crops to them. This, of course, does 
not apply to the San Francisco linns 
that huvo been doing luicinoHH here for 
years on big capital.

The grower has been 
fully aware of that from tlie start. 


"Another is a genuine desire on the 


pnrt of all the puckers ami growers to 
effect such fin organizntion as will ren- 
der it certain that prices and grades will 
be maintained." Well, that is refresh- 
ing 1 When and where have the "grow- 
ers" manifested other than tlie most, 
genuine clcfirc to maintain grades and 
E 


icce? Have they been at any Unit- 
intic to cut their own throats? 
"Doubtless," lie says, "if less firms 


were competing for the privilege of scrv 
ing tlie people in this important matter 
the problem would be greatly simpli- 
fied." TtouMless if there was but one 
lioj: in the swill trough tbe problem 
-would be "simplified" and far more sat- 
isfactorily 10 that particular hog which 
was engaged in the rare work of "serv- 
ing tlie people" by devouring their sub- 
stance to fatten itself. Besides, there 
•would have been no occasion for making 
a 20 per cent "concession" on tlie price 
of packing. 
The clauses in contracts lo guaran 


grades and prices on condition that 
per cent of the crop is placed under con- 
trol it but a new sort of delusive bait to 
ensnare tbe unwary, for when your 
commission packer once has rontrol ol 
your crop he will find a way to escape 
the binding force of these loose dra 
articles on ;i technicality. 


Two years ago we bail their "bond of 


honor1' to maintain fixed ratt'e, and the; 


• agreed not to sol! for less t!:an the prices 
named in an agreed schedule. How 
long did they maintain it? Not a single 
day. When*ob^>1ute proof of the viola- 
tio'u of that "bond of honor" by tbe 
Home Packing Company was presented 
to a meeting of raisin growers in Kutuer 
hall, what plea did it make to tbe in- 
dictment? One of the firm arose and 
unulnshingly explained how the com- 
pany bad lived up to the bond. They 
had'not sold 4-crown raisins under the 
schedule price. They had sold 3-crown 
raieins under 4-rrown brands at 3-crown- 
prices, and thereby broke down tlie 
prices for every box and bag of honest 
4-crown raisins on the market. Tboy 
had not deceived the growers, but only 
tbe buyere, and thereby ruined tbe 


All this effort to corral So per cent of 


the grower*1 is misdirected. The grow- 
ers are all right. The people who need 
attention are the packers. JJimi them 
down to honest uusinces methods of 
marketing. Jf they refuge assurance o 
honest dealing, don't let them handle 
your goods 
tJtoj) this guerilla warfare 


which commission packers wage against 
each other, with your property and 
mine for the cudgels—property that lias 
no value whatever to them beyond their 
coimniesione and the amount invested 
in nackiru.'. This done, there will be no 
question about S5 per cent; the whole 
crop, substantially, will be immediately 
under control. The business must come 
to this complexion. "Bonde of honor" 
will not be accepted by tbe growers. 
Commission packers may as welt rccog- 
imv iJie fact nnd begin tit i!i« rlphi eml 
—themselves—to organize to maiiitaui 
prices. 


The proposition to have a growers' 


central committee to supervise grading, 
with poivcr to dose packing houses 
whk'!1 nr*> nnt doing honest work is 
tlie veriest twaddle. Any school boy 
knows tlmt there is no legal method to 
prohibit men from packing as they 
choose or tbe false branding of goods. 
The only method is to withdraw patron- 
age and give it to firms that deal fairly, 
tlius compelling crooked packers cither 
to purchase in tlie sweat box or go out 
of business. 


Again, this writer discourages the 


proposition of putting up a certified 
check of $10,000 forfeit to maintain 
grades and prices, saying that that 
amount of money ought not be tied up, 
but used to harvest tbe crop. Ue favjrs 
a bond, and eays "there must be some 
honor coupled with the bond." Pass- 
ing without comment the total inability, 
ineoine instances, of packers to comply 
•with tbe terms of a bond thus condi- 
tioned, let ue consider this financial 
feature. 
The Home Packing Company handled 


about G50 carloads of raisins last season 
worth $1000 per car, or $650,000 in 
round numbers. They ought to have 
been worth more. Other fii 
handled goods into the hundreds of car 
loads. The commissions on sales and 
expense of packing and advancss were 
a lirst lien on these goods, and the sole 
value this enormous amount of prop- 
perty had to this company. It had ab- 
fiolute control of it; packed it as 
it pleased; shipped and sold it when 
and where it pleased; kept ite own 
books and made out its own statement 
of returns when it pleased. The com- 
pany naturally hopes to handle as rnucl 
or more tbis season. A certified check 
of f 10,000 as a guarantee of good faith 
would amout to about I,'-™ per cent o 
tbe value ol the property intrusted to
